Gammon Theological Seminary, now 
under the presidency of the Rev. F. 
H. Clapp, Db. D., has brought into At- 
lanta trade in the last 48 years an ex- 
penditure forall purposes of one and 
one-third million dollars. 

“It now needs facilities to double its 
attendance if the demands of the race 
for a trained ministry are to’ be met,” 
President Clapp said. : 

“One of the most urgent needs is 
for a great summer school of six 
weeks for sural and town ministers. 
With the dormitories of Gammon and 
Clark open, 300 can be provided for. 

Work for Negroes. 

“Gammon Theological Semrmmary and 
Clark University for 50 years or more 
have done a work for the religious 
education and equipment of the negro 
race, the value of which is now recog- 
nized as never before.” 

While the campus of each joins the 
other, they are institutions under sep- 
arate boards of trustees and they help- 
fully co-operate in their work. Gam- 
mon Theological Seminary was open- 
ed in 1883 as the first regular school, 
with moderate equipment, for the 
training of negro ministers. Its his- 
toric records hold the element of ro- 
mance.

As I am speaking across the Atlantic | 
this capital is living in one of the , 
greatest moments in “its history. 
Alfonso. XIII, a king all the 44 
years of his life, has gone. The peo- 
ple are rejoicing and marching 
through the streets. A republic has 
been proclaimed and April 14, 1931, 
has become a significant date in his- 
tory. 

I have just obtained the gist of 
the farewell message which Alfonso 
gave Count Romanones, his foreign 
minister, before leaving for Cartagena. 
Count Romanones told me he would 
make it public at 8 a. m. tomorrow. 

The message, a historical document, 
is addressed to the Spanish nation. 
The king says he realizes that he 
would be under a very serious re- 
sponsibility, if he oppesed the will of 
the nation and adds that he knows 
his persog™ has become incompatible 
with many sections of Spanish opin- 
ion. 

He wrote that he wishes only the 
welfare of Spain and that he be- 
lieved it would be best for all if he 
left the country. 

I understand that Alfonso’s. res- 
ignation comprises his own resigna- 
tion and renunciation of the throne 
forall his descendants, while the re- 
publican government guarantees the 
lives of all members of the royal 
family. 

Alfonso’s private property, I am 
advised by a best informed source, 
will be respected. 

Since yesterday, the people had been 
expecting, but» hardly daring to be- 
lieve, that Alfonso would relinquish 
his throne. Spain had been a mon- 
archy for 981 years, and they yet can- 
not fully realize that the nation is 
now a republic. ? 

There is a carnival atmosphere in 


Madrid tonight. The streets and 
bonlevards are packed with cheering 
throngs waving republican flags. It 
is a beautiful night following a bright, | 
clear spring day. ,

UE. PETRY TO RESIGN 
AS STATE LABOR HEAD 


Decision To Quit Announced 


at Meeting in Bruns- 
wick. 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., April 15.— 

| (Pi) —Encouraging developments in 
‘the campaign’ to organize the Geor- 
c gia textile industry were reported to 
the Georgia Federation of Labor to- 


day by President O. E. Petry. 

He said that in spite of serious 
unemployment and general economic 
problems during the past year the 
general campaign for organizing 
Georgia workers’ had prog sressed, 
with increasing membership and the 
installation of new locals. 

Petry announced he would not 
a~ain serye as president, which of- 
fice he has held for four terms, and 
Louie P. Marquardt declared he 
| would retire from the office of secre- 
tary and treasurer, which he has oc- 
,cupied ten years. 

Delegates attending today’s first 
sessions of the three-day convention 
devoted a large measure of attention 
to discussion of possible successors 
for the two leaders, but indicated 
nothing definite would be done until 
Friday, 

Petry told the federation that or- 
ganization of Georgia textile workers 
presents peculiarly difficult problems 
because of the widely scattered loca- 
tions of the state's 200 mills, That 
condition, he said, made immediate 
and drastic changes in wages and con- 
ditions im any one or two cities in- 
advisable, and accordingly organiza- 
tion activities were spread over the 
area and prospective union members 
were told they could not expect im- 
mediate relief, but must wait until a 
sufficient portion of the employes in 
the state could work together. 

The fact that numerous conferences 
have been and are being held between 
labor leaders and textile manufactur- 
ers without discrimination by the em- 
ployers against union members and 
without refusal of the employers to 
errs constitutes progress, Petry 
said. 

He commented ‘that the manufac- 
‘turers in such conferences “did not 
agree that our plans were the salva- 
tion of the industry,” but added: 

“Your executive board in follow- 
ing the above-outlined plan realize 
that it means continued effort. How- 
ever, we believe it is a eonstructive 
plan that will produce lasting results 
and will tend to overcome the fear 
some of the manufacturers have of 
the movement. Certainly we deserve 
th®ir confidence, and I am ‘sure we 
will have it when they are convinced 
we are sincere.” 

He said the organization policy 
forbade organizing to engage in any 
cainpaign of vilification against non- 
affiliated workers or employers of 
such labor. ‘The system, he said, had 
been complimented by President Mc- 
Mahan, of the United Textile Work- 
ers of America. 

Petry expressed the belief that labor 
had been instrumental in the appoint- 
ment of Marvin Underwood as judge 
of the federal court for the northern 
district of Georgia. He said protests 
were filed against Clint Hager and 
Barry Wright, who were mentioned 
for the post. 

He said “satisfactory” answers to 
a labor questionnaire had been given 
by Candidates Russell, Carswell, Riv- 
ers, and Perry in the last guberna- 
torial campaign, but that John H. 
Holder “evaded a direct answer.” The 
questionnaire concerned the _ candi- 
dates’ attitude toward labor injunc- 
tions, “yellow «log” contracts, peni- 
ltentiary factory products, and changes 
on the Georgia compensation act and 

garnishment laws. . The only candi- 
date actively supported during the 
campaign, however, he said, was Wil- 
liam J. Harris for the senate.

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Manifesto Asserting Rights of peas eae 
By Zamora Government; Crowds Con- 
tinue To Celebrate Overthrow. |

MADRID, April 15.—The republic- 

an government of Spain, new and un- 
tried, closed its first day of power 
with a manifesto laying down the 


rights of the people and announcing 
its intention to call a constitutional 
parliament. 

Signed by Provisional President 
Niceto Aleala Zamora and his min- 
isters, the decree pledged respect for 
personal property, religious freedom 
and public assembly, guaranteed a 
new agrarian policy to aid the farm- 
er and promised to turn over its 
power to a permanent government 
whenever formed, 

Meanwhile, the nation was with- 
out a royal family for the first time 
in nearly a century. Former Queen 
Victoria, the Princesses Beatrice and 
Christina and the Infantes Alfonso, 


Jaime and Gonzalo were en route to | 


Paris, speeding into exile to rejoin 
former King Alfonso. 

The younger Alfonso, prince of the 
Asturias and the oldest son, was re- 

rted to have left alone last night, 

ut this was not borne out by later 
facts. 

Stimulated by declaration of a na- 
tional holiday, the people’s celebra- |: 
tion of the,fall of the monarch late 
yesterday continued unabated. The 
city swarmed like an ant hill with 
cheering thousands still parading the 
streets, waving republican emblems 
and transforming Madrid into a gi- 
gantic carnival. Few police were on 
duty and most of those were joining } 
in the festivities. 

The new ministry conferred 
throughout the day on their. tremen- 
dous task of converting a weakened 
monarchy into a stable republic. It 
Was announced that decrees would be 
passed abolishing all titles of nobility 
and dissolving the status of life mem- 
bers of the senate, appointed by the 
retired monarch. 

Their program provides for the 
right to condemn and purchase prop- 
er.y needed for public welfare. If 
carried out it may mean the split- 
ting up of the large estates of the 
grandees and their sale in small! lots 
to the people. 

The government’s tentative plan is 
to hold parliamentary’ clections at 
some date not yet decided, allow the 
parliament as a constitutional con- 
vention to write the permanent con- 
stitution and then either by direct 
vote of the people or by the action 
of parliament name a constitutional 
cabinet to replace the present * ‘pro- 
visional government.” 

Alcala Zamorda’s ministry has not 
scratched the surface of the enormous 
amount of work confronting it. Re- 
organization problems and _ policies 
demand their quick attention after 
such a drastic change in state affairs. 
The government itself does not yet 
know what its detailed program will 
be in many fields. 

What to do about the Catalan re- 
public and the movement in Bilbao 
for a Basque state is not decided. 
These two theoretical republics are 
functioning so far as a part of Spain. 
Whether they will establish them- 
selves literally as independént repub- 
lies among the world’s nations or 
while calling themselves’ republics 
really operate as autonomous states 
within Spain remains to be seen. 

The cabinet has decreed it has the 
power to make any government of- 
fice appointments it deems necessary 


without outside ss ilokaliin until a 
parliament is elected and drafts a 
definite plan for the future. 


Scores -of royalist families and 
members of the aristogracy were mov- 
ing to take up their residence abroad. 
Some of the staunchest anti-republic- 
ans were reported in hiding. Mstates 
were being closed and servants dis- 
missed, 


Conversely, hundreds of political ex- 
iles were returning to help establish 
the principles for which they. were 
banished or fled. “Amon these was 
Captain Ramon Franco, Spain’s lead- 
ng aviator, who réceived an uproari- 
Ous Ovation when he arrived today. 
Later, he returned the compliment 
with an exhibition of stunt flying 
above the city. 

Hundreds of politieal prisoners 
were freed when jails swung open 
throughout the nation in response to 
the government’s declaration of am- 
nesty. Common law offenders were 
not liberated and communists in sev- 


eral cities staged disturbances in their 


behalf. 

An order for the arrest of former 
Premier Damasco Berenguer was re- 
ported to have been drawn but he was 
said to have left the country. General 
Emilio Mola, former chief of police 
‘in Madrid, was arrested in Aranjuez 
as he was attempting to leave the 
country. He was judged by repub- 
licans to have been too severe during 
the recent riots among students. 

Claiming the distinction of being 
the first revolutionary to radiocast 
his rise to power, Senor Aleala Za- 
mora ordered all announces to trans- 
mit frequent bulletins concerning the 
state of tranquility and the develop- 
ments in the official situation. The 
Marsellaise and the hymn of Riego 
were sung On Many programs. 

Pictures of Captain Galan and Gar- 
cia Hernandez, executed after the 
Jaca revolt, were carried in many 
parades and they were paid homage 
as martyrs to the republic and na- 
tional heroes. 

For the most part, however, the 
street processions struck a note of 
gaiety. Helmetless policemen rode on 
trucks ‘wearing republican colors and 
waving red flags, while their civilian 
friends donned police equipment. The 
police force apparently went over en 
masse to the republican movement 
inasmuch as it has done nothing since 
yesterday but celebrate with, the 
crowds. 

Some of the vehicles carried figures 
of former Premie® Primo De Rivera, 
retiring Secretary of State Romanones 
and Senor Berenguer being hung in 
effigy. Other groups of celebrants 
staged mock funerals over their 
“bodies.” No such treatment was ap- 
plied to Alfonso and his name hardly 
ever was heard. 

Most of the women wore big, red 
tissue paper bows in their hair. 
Everyone tried to wear a necktie, cap 
or sweater of a red color and carry a 
red republican flag. The hue does not 
signify a leaning toward communism 
but typifies the political lefts and op- 
position to monarchy. 

Spain usually has three hours for 
Innch. It took the establishment: of 
the republic to change that even for 
one day. Everybody just grabbed a 
sandwich and went. on parading. It 
probably was the only time in history 
that Madrid’s streets were so ani- 
mated between the hours of 1 and 4 
in the afternoon.

The erypt of the Pantheon of the 
Immortals is too gloomy and damp a 
place for so luminous a spirit as 
Victor Hugo. Hugo must be brought 


— 


back to the light, given a state fu-| 
neral, and his body placed in a sar- 


cophagus, at least, as imposing as that 
of Napoleon. 

This is the demand of thé friends 
and surviving relatives of the great 
poet. The demand has loosened and 
brought into the open a quarrel that. 
had been smouldering for a long time 
between descendants of Victor Hugo 
and Emile Zola, 

Hugo’s descendants object that their 
illustrious forbear should lie in the 
company of Zola, a “third-rate novel- 
ist,” as Leon -Daudet, who himself 


married a daughter of Hugo, calls the 
champion of Captain Dreyfus. 

The request for the removal of 
Hugo’s body from the erypt of the 
magnificent Pantheon, formerly the 
Church of Saint Genevieve, but con- 
fiscated by the French government to 
make it a burial place for the great 
men of France, was made by Madame 
Negreponte-Hugo, a granddaughter of 
Victor. She believes that the austere 
genius of her grandfather is sullied 
by the nearness of other far less dis- 
tinguished French citizens. 

Although she specifies that she does 
not object to Jean Jacques Rousseau, 
Voltaire, Gambetta or Marcel Berthe- 
lot, who lie buried in the crypts ad- 
joining that of Hugo, she implies that 
the presence of Zola and Jean Jaures, 
the latter pantheonized during the 
premiership of Edouard Herriot im- 
mediately after the war, are distaste- 
ful to her. 

Maurice Rostrand, son of the fa- 
mous Edmond, creator of Chanti- 
cleer, has also mixed himself in the 
quarrel. 

“Better it were for Hugo to sleep 
in somhe unknown small country ceme- 
tery under the lucid blue sky of 
France than in that terrible cave of 
the Pantheon,” he says. “How his 
spirit must be bored as droves of tour- 
ists crowd about his tomb every day 
and the guide recites his monotonous 
and silly little lesson about ‘Here 
lies Victor Hugo, glory of French let- 
ters. The cave is an indignity, an 
ignominy unworthy of a great people.” 

Certain friends of Hugo propose 
a compromise to have the poet’s body 
moved to the main floor of the build- 
ing, under the immense cupola, and 
that a sarcophagus similar to the one 
erected to Napoleon under the dome 
of the Invalides be erected in his hon- 
or. Others again dissent from this 
plan.

He is popu- 
lar among republicans because he is 
of the stalwart sort. There is no 
streak of yellow in him and he would 
probably be the most acceptable can- 
didate with the Hoover following. 


The West Will Want It. 

There are strong intimations, how- 
ever, that the western republicans are 
to put up a contest for the speaker- 
ship. They have the better chance to 
win it, provided they do not scatter 
— support to more than one candi- 
date, 


. Since congress was first organized’ 


in 1789, there have been only two 
speakers of the house elected from 
west of the Mississippi river. 

Dave Henderson, republican, was 
speaker of the 56th and 57th con- 
gresses, 1899 to 19038, and Champ 
Clark, democrat, was speaker for the 
four terms from April 4, 1911, to 
March 3, 1919. 

That is to note that the trans- 
Mississippians have held the. speaker- 
ship for only 12 of the 142 years that 
congress has been’ in existence, it 
is quite natural that the large contin- 
gent of republican representatives 
from that region should feel that their 
claim to the office in the present case 
should be paramount. ‘ 


They Are Short in Caucus Vote. 
The big block to the claim of the 
westerners lies in the fact that of 


217 possible republican caucus votes |. 


only 72 of them come from ~-states 
west of the Mississippi river. They 
include many administration stand- 
patters who would not agree to throw 
down a Hoover-approved choice for 
the speakership.

FLU OR GRIPPE CASES 
Barly in February I received the 
following note from a physician who | 
has had wide experience and gratify- 
ing success (according to what his 
patients tell me) with the diathermy 
extirpation of the tonsils, ,

I have just read your editroial 
» « « and I.thought I would in- 
form you about a novel experi- 
ence with diathermization of the 
tonsils during our recent epidem- 


ic of flu. 3 
I have had the unusual oppor- 
| pes of observing a number of 
incipient flu cases and the ef- 
fects of diathermization in cases 
presenting tonsillitis at the on- 
set. I foolishly did not wear my 
mask at the first sittings and 
contracted the flu myself. I know 
better now, I wear a mask now. 
‘Strange to say all the cases 
; cleared up after a treatment or 
two. " Perhaps this doesn’t prove 
anything, except that such treat- 
mént does not aggravate an ex- 

isting acute infection. 
nearly every one here was 
suffering from some “grippe” con- 
dition I made it a point to get in 
touch with patients who had had 
their tonsils diathermized in the 
last few months, and I found not. 
one who had contracted the pres- 

ent “grippe” or “flu.”

I think we published here recently 
the interesting case of cure of the 
“carrier” state another medical friend 
reported. After the diphtheria carrier 
had persisted in harboring virulent 
diphtheria bacilli (as determined by 
animal test) in spite of all attempts 
to disinfect the tonsils, the doctor 
finally carried his diathermy apparatus 
to the patient’s home (the ‘patient, of 
course, was not ill, but quarantined) 
and there electro-coagulated the ton- 
sils.. That cleared up the focus of in- 
fection and the health department 
lifted the quarantine. 


One swallow doesn’t make a sum- 
mer. However, I should have a dia-

thermy treatment or two, rather than 
the old Spanish custom, if I thought 
my tonsil habored any kind of septic 
focus which might be responsible for 
my “rheumatiz” or anything like that. 


NICARAGUA REBELS 
KILL 9 AMERICANS

Asheville at Puerto Cabezas, Nicara- 
gua, as long as necessary to protect 
American citizens from Nicaraguan 
insurgents was announced today by 
Secretary Stimson. 

Meanwhile, Washington officials 
pondered the question of how far 
American military power should go in 
protecting American private property. 

This question came to fore through 
repeated requests by the Standard 
Fruit and Steamship Company, of 
New Orleans, for protection of its 
$13,000,000 property in northeastern 
Nicaragua. 

The Asheville stood by in the har- 
bor of Puerto Cabezas, ready to use 
force to safeguard the lives of 300 
frightened American citizens huddled 
on shipboard and on the wharves. 

Although no definite statement, of 
policy was forthcoming on the use of 
military force it was strongly inti- 
mated that although the American 
government would be quick to invoke 
its right to use troops to protect the 
lives of citizens, it would view with 
the utmost caution any suggestion for 
safeguarding property which offered 
chances of further involvement of 
American military forces in Nicara- 
gua. 

Meager official dispatches from Nic- 
aragua during the day showed prac- 
tically no change in the military situa- 
tion, although Brigadier General Cal- 
vin B. Matthews, commander of the 
Nicaraguan guardia, reported that 
plans had been made to bring the situ- 
ation under satisfactory control. 

Puerto Cabezas, threatened by a 
converging movement of insurgents 
under lieutenants of Augustino San- 
dino, was patroled by small guardia

“The nurse grabbed Alfred, and I 
snatched up the baby from his crib at 
the first alarm,” she continued, “and 
we made our way to the patio, and 
thence to a vacant lot in front of the 
house, where many other people had 
assembled. There my husband found 
us, and we were taken to the marine 
barracks, a recently constructed build- 
ing which had stood up. If the ‘quake 
had oecurred at night instead of in 
the morning, there is no doubt but 
that the number of dead and injured 
would have been greatly increased. 

“The entire marine force in Nica- 
ragua immediately turned to bringing 
in the dead and injured to the Marine 
and Guardia hospitals in camp, and 
such a pathetic sight I have never 
seen. However, the amputations and 
other operations were quickly effected, 
and by midnight practically all major 
cases were disposed of and even the 
slighter injuries attended to. The 
natives, many of the poorer of whom 
lived in wretchedly-built huts and 
slept five and six in a room, certain- 
ly suffered severely, but what the sit- 
uation would have been without the 
marines and the Red Cross to take 
charge of the situation and administer 
medical aid is too horrible even to 
contemplate.” 

Many of the wives and daughters 
of the “marines acted as emergency 


nurses in the hospitals, Mrs. Greer 
stated, and gave valuable aid.
